increase of the price of Bibles to Amer- 
ican purchasers, whether book sellers 
or those wishing to give a wider circu- 
lation to the scriptures through rell- 
gious methods. 

Throughout New England within the 
last month attacks on this alleged 
“pooling agreement” nave heen fre- 
quent, hoth in the church and in the 
Secular press. * 

MISMANAGEMENT CHARGED. 
Many charges that the American Bib 
Society has not been managed so 
to produce the most good for money 
expended. But the Union Bible So- 
ciety, with headquarters at Worcester, 
Mass., has gone farther. Its officers, 
who include some of the richest and 
most prominent business men of New 
England, have decided to use every 
means to bring about an investigation 
of the affairs of the American Bible 
Society. 

They proposed to appeal to Congress 
to remove the 25 per cent. tariff duty 
on imported Bibles, and they have been 
in communication with officials of this 
State, with a view to compelling an 
; examination of the American Bible 
affairs and m t.

ALLEGED AGREEMENT. 
“We ean buy more cheaply from in- 
dependent publishers than from the 


cent increase in price. 

The undisputed facts are these: The 
British and forei society has an 
agreement with the American Bible 
Society that it will not sell Bibles for 
distribution in America, nor will the 
American Bible Soctety sell Bibles for 
distribution in Engla . The Canadian 
Bible Society will not seill Bibles for 
gratuitous distribution in the United 
States. 

“The American Bible Society has also 
been carrying on a propaganda by 
which local Bible societies have been 
induced to become auxiliary to the cen 
tral society, and to sénd their funds 
there, and the Bible colportage work, 
which was formerly one of the chief ac- 
tivities in the society, and which de- 
‘servedly won to it the support of 
Christian people, has been almost en- 
tirely discontinued.

He is a steve- 
dore and rigger, and lived alone with 
his mother. 

The son was seen entering the house

It was badly decomposed, yet 
recognizable.

There can now be no doubt that 
Leicht was murdered by Louis v. 
Eytinge, who has been his associate, 
on a Sunday drive from which Eytinge 
returned alone. Eytinge said he left 
Leicht at a friend’s residence in Phoe- 
nix, which statement was later shown 
to be false. 


Eytinge left nere Sunday night, 
March 16, was seen at Maricopa that 
night and is believed to have started 
west.

The government's inability to relieve 
suffering, it is said, has been magnified, 


attributed to lack of sympathy by the, 
government for the poor class. 
The information indicates that a pro- 
paganda has been organized to further 
the circulation of stories of the char- 
acter outlined, and it is said that State 
‘Department officials fear that a spread 
of hysteria may engender a general 
uprising. If such could be the case 
there is danger that the government 
mignt not be able to control the situa- 
tion. American and other foreign in- 
terests would then be jeopardized. 
So great is the concern that diplo- 
matic and consular officers in. China 
have been instructed to keep Washing- 
ton advised of every turn. ¥ 
That the Chinese government recog- 
nines the danger is shown by tae fact 
that Viceroy Tuan Fang has memorial- 
iged the throne for $1,000,000 to pur- 
chase Bast: Indian rice to feed his 
people. Undoubtedly this step was 
taken to offset the work of the sedi- 
tionary societies, as well as to relieve 
the immediate suffering. 
In taking his action the Viceroy pre- 
dicted a general uprising in the.famine- 
stricken districts, unless prompt relief 
is provided, but he did not refer to the 
trouble that nas been stirred up by 
the anti-government parties. 
An extra effort will be made in the 
United States to broaden the scope of 
the movement to find relief for the 
Chinese.

‘Wor several years El Monte has 
had the distinction of having the 
“long bridge over the San Ga- 
brie] River; but it now has a rival in 
the new bridge over this stream, just 


foothill highway up the San Gabriel | 
Valley. 

The Board of Supervisors has ac- 
cepted from the Mercereagq Bridge and 
Construction Company this new bridge, 
which in reality is simply a long ex- 
tension of the bridge which was built 
about four years ago, but which proved 
inadequate. 
When the first structure: was built 
on this highway about two and a half 
miles from Azusa, it was considered 
perfectly sufficient; but there followed | 
the wet seasons, when the San Gabriel 
River roared and cut up strange 
pranks with its turbulent currents; 
and one day the travelers found that 
the river had cut out of its former 
bed and run clear around the westerly 
end of the bridge. Several people had 
close escapes from drowning at this 


crossing, a 1 finally it was determined 
that the oniy practical thing te do was 
to build the extension which has now 
been opened to public travel. 

The original bridge was 800 feet in 
length and cost about $9000. The ex- 
tension is 550 feet long, and the whole 
proposition, including the first bridge. 
represents an outlay of county money 
reaching almost $20,000. The bri 
now 1350 feet long, is twenty feet w 
It rests on concrete columns, steel 
faced, which extend ten feet below the 
river bed. 

It is located 750 feet below the great 
concrete bridge which the Pacific Elec- 
tric Company is constructing for its 
new Covina Une. 

Eventually, this bridge will usurp 
the title of the El Monte structure as 
the “long bridge.” The Poerd of Su- 
pervisors is planning to cut a tength 
of 800 feet off El Monte bridge, at the 
east end, and to make a fill. Sheet 
piling is to be put in to protect the 
westerly end of the bridge. It is now 
many feet longer than the Southern 
Pacific bridge, located 500 above it 
across the San Gabriel River. Pa

RESPONSIBILITY FOR 
WRECK SEEMS CLEAR. 


Engineer of Overland Train Dis- 

obeyed Orders and the Collision Fol- 
lowed—No Additional 3 but 
Two More Injured Found. 


ESPONSIBILITY for the awful collision on the Santa Fe Saturday 

night in which four young men lost their lives, appears to lie 

with the crew of the overland train, known as No. 2, and the 
major portion of the burden of blame probably will rest upon the 
shoulders of Engineer Kelly of that train, although his conductor can 
not be held wholly blameless. 
on which the college students were riding seems to be clearly estab- 
lished by documentary evidence which can neither be disregarded nor 
disputed. It consists of the written train orders under which the 
crew of the college thaim were operating and It seems to acquit them 
wholly. 

The college train was known to the train dispatcher as. “third 
No. 43,” which means that it was the third section of train No. 43, 
that it was running under orders and was controlled by the dispatcher. 
When this train arrived in Pasadena the Santa Fe operator there de- 
livered to the engineer and conductor a written order as follows: 

“Conductor and Engineer of 8 of 43:—-No. 2 (Engine 1226) will

The different attacks which have 
been made on members of the Receiv- 
ing Hospital staff were considered the 
gravest features of the ease, and re- 
ceived the closest attention, Inciden- 
tally, this care has resulted in one im 
portant recommendation in the report, 
a recommendation which promises to 
precipitate a struggle in the City 
Counctl. It specifies the necessity tor 
a chief surgeon in order that there may 
be a responsible head. 

In ition to the chief surgeon, the 
report will recommend three assistants, 
each to be qualified surgeons and the 
employment of two male nurses to re- 
place the present pernicious trusty sys- 
tem. Larger quarters will be emphat 
ically demanded. The chief surgeon 
will be responsible for and sup- 
plies, and for the assistan 
and nurses. 

Political influence in some 
has favored the selection of Dr.

Dr. Smith, who mav resign or may 
be discharged, is himself quoted as be- 
ing anxious to get away from the hos- 
piial. He has a large private practice, 
and he admitted freely to the commit- 
tee that he was seldom in the institu- 
tion. Quint, who was severely criticise 
by innuendo «and indirect newspaper

PASSING OF A PIONEER. 
Charies Edward Pearson Who Came 
Round the Horn Succumbs to Long 

‘Another ot California's early pio- 
neers passed out with the death of 
Charles Edward Pearson, who died 
Saturday. 
Mr. Pearson was born in Lancaster, 


Pa., 1833. In the year 1861, at the age 


the discourse he said: 

“Today the spirit of life-giving is 
possessing the hearts of men to such 
an extent that we may say that we 
are living in + new age. 

I am in favor of changing the name 
of our church. I would like to have it 
called an “Inspirational Church’ rather 
than an ‘Institutional Church.“ The 
call of the hour is not for more instt- 
tutions, but for a greater inspiration 
pervading all; it is to bring all life 


of God. 


“When the church deterioriates to 
such an extent that it becomes an end 
in itself, it has lo:* the spirit. Rather, 
it is to be considered as a means. It 
does not matter so much what the 
preacher may say; of whom the audi- 
ence may be composed, if the worshiper 
but open the heart and allow the divine 
presence to take possession of the life. 
Then every heart will be afire with 
God. Every bush will be a burning 
bush. Then there will be a cloud by 
day and a pillar by night for a guide. 

“This inspiration from the Divine 
presence may come in the closet, or on 
the mountain side. The second essen- 
tial in the Inspirational Church is the 
inspired leadership. This leader is not 
necessarily the brilliant young grad- 
uate from the seminary; not necessar- 
ily the one who has traveled extensive- 
ly, and has a wide knowledge of lit- 
erature, art or sociology, but one who 
has beén on the mountain and realizes 
the power of the spiritual message. But 
in an inspirational church you will 
also need the inspiration of fellowship; 
the sincere touch of heart with heart. 

“Such an inspirational church will be 
an inspirer to cleaner living. It will 
inspire to rescue work, but it will also 
inspire to preventative measures— 


measures to safeguard men, so that 
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the author of the Psalm, and also the 
as being indicated in the 
words of David. 

CERTAINTY IN RULE. 

The scriptures and traditions inter- 
preted by the church give us a rule 
of faith which has certainty about 
it because it is the voice of the mes- 
senger sent by Christ with His author- 
ity to teach His gospel to all the na- 
tions. It is beyond the reach or indi- 
vidual opinion and is clothed with the 
unanimous authority of the great body 
of the pastors of the church through- 
out the world. It is not the private 
opinion of an individual, nor is it be- 
lief in a man's own unaided judgment, 
but it is dectrine grounded in the 
word of God and accepted as the 
truth because it has been taught by 
the church which we believe to be the 
pillar and ground of truth. 

“The church has been very tenacious 
in every age to oppose any attempt 
to alter or correct the received doc- 
trine, and it would be impossible that 
any essential change in any one point 
of revealed truth could have been 
made without a vigorous protest. The 
spirit of God guiding the church pre- 
serves her( from error, teaches her 
truth, and remains with her forever, 
thus guarding saeredly against any 
variance of doctrine. Man may err and 
nations may fall away from doctrine, 
but the truth of God abides “orever.”

That figure has risen to thir- 
ty-two thousand cars annually from 
there at present. Producers profit 
about $20,000,000 on the crop now, and 
as much more goes to laborers and tne 
railroads. Altogether it is quite a snug 
sum to be produced in a compara- 
tively small area in one State from a 
crop that is almost a certain success 
every season and for which there is an 
unfailingly hungry market. The Call- 
fornia orange is well thought of in 
Great Britain, as weil as all over this 
country, and only its cost prevents it 
absolutely superseding the small and 
inferior orange of the Mediterranean 
consumed by the English. Aside from 
the Florida orange and the most excel- 
lent variety raised at Jaffa in Pales- 
tines—and neitner of these count large- 
luy in the markets now on account of 
their scarcity—the California orange 
has the field. Indeed, Florida growers 
are finding the grapefruit more profita- 
bie, and as the orange groves are grad- 
ually given up to its culttvation, the 
demand for California fruit will be in-

EARLY KILLS 
MAN IN FIGHT. 


RAILROAD SPIKE WEAPON USED 
UPON OLD FRIEND. 
— 


Heart of Long Beach Disturbed by 
Drunken Row—Much Needed im- 
provements Will Be Carried Out in 
City Jail—Pian Entertainment of 
State Christian Endeavorers. 


LONG BEACH, March %2%4.—Louis 
Costello and Ed Aussen, woke Pine 
avenue up about 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing with a bloody fight in front of the 
National Bank building. They battled 
all over the street and Ansen was fast 
succumbing when his hand encount- 
ered a railroad spike lying in the gut- 
ter and smashing Costello over the 
head ended the battle in short order 
and also nearly ended his victim. 

Costello’s scalp was laid open for 
several inches, and a fracture of the 
skull was feared. Police Officers Mc- 
Millan and McCord arrested both men 
who were taken to jail, and a physi- 
cian summoned, Several stitches were 
necessary to close the wound. Both 
men had been drinking and a fancied 
grievance led to the battle. 

NEEDED IMPROVEMENT. 

Monday morning will see the begin- 
ning of the demolition of what has 
long been an eyesore and a disgrace, 
the filthy and unsanitary barracks in 
the rear of the City Hall, dubbed by 
courtesy, the City Jail. Consisting of 
two steel tanks in a dirty unventilated 
brick room, it was no uncommon thing 
to find drunks herded on shakedowns 
in the corridor, while for the detention 
of women, it was utterly impossible. 

Marshal Young began an agitation 
for improvement immediately after 
taking office, and after a year’s effort, 
has succeeded, where several grand 
juries had failed. The entire rear of 
the City Hall, in®iuding the old fire 
hall, will be remodeled, and eight mod- 
ern steel cells installed, besides sepa- 
rate rooms for hospital and detention 
rooms, and a private office for the 
marshal. The new jail will be ready 
in sixty days. In addition to this, 
prisoners will wear special suits while 
in jail. and their own clothing fumi- 
gated. by which it is hoped to increase 
cleanliness in the jail and prevent any 
possible contagion.
